We now have. rapidly approaching completion in the city of 
Memphis, a great hospital building. {[t is hoped that one wing of this 
building. costing 8200.000, will be ready to care for patients by the first of 
January, 1912. We have also, now in operation, a hospital in the city of 
Jackson, Miss The demands upon this institution are such that they can 
not be met for lack of room. It is imperative that the building at Jackson 
be enlarged. The hospital spirit is abroad in the land. 

Your committee incorporates in this report the following recommen 
dations by the State Convention of 1910: 

“This convention urges that every pastor instruct his people on this 
work, that every association have a report and discussion over it annually 
and that every church contribute to our hospitals as regularly and as sys- 
tematically as to the Orphanage or any other cause, Also, that those who 
prepare blanks for our church clerks for use in associational letters include 
‘Hospital Work’ as one of the items to be reported.” 

Your committee notes with regret that only a few of the churches . of 
the association report anything for hospital work as recommended by the 
convention.. Both the Memorial Hospital at Memphis and our hospital at 
Jackson are in need of fundse Let not our people forget these great agen 
cies for good when making their contributions.

Statement on Ministerial Vielief. 


Our Endowment Sustentation now amounts to $1,266.10. With the 
cloSe of this year we ask that the balance of current funds may be turned 
into the endowment funds if the gifts that come in during the usual time 
for these offerings to be made shall be sufficient to carry on the work at 
its present demands, The current funds have reached their highest fig- 
ures during the present year, amounting to 82,304.77 

“The number now being cared for is 18. Four have died during the 
year, but others have been added, so that the number does not vary much 
of those who receive our help. We urge pastors and churches to remem- 
ber to till up the tréasury of this fund during the month of December, as 
we have done in former years. A little effort in this direction will accom 
plish large things for this fund. We hope our people will not only give 
their money, but pray for these dear old people, who will be with us at 
the best but for a little while.” 


Phe subject was discussed by H. L. Johnson. J.W. Lee suggested 
that an offering for this fund be made at Christmas, as a Christmas offer- 
ing. W. W. Dickens, N. W. P. Bacon and T. B. Williamson also spoke on

Report on “Education. 


Baptists are and have long been among the foremost advocates of 
education in this country. They have shown their faith by their works 
in this important field. As a consequence they now have more money in- 
vested in the cause of education than has any other religious denomina 
tion in the United States. :

College has made rapid and permanent progress under the wise leadership 
of President W. 'T. Lowrey, whose loss to the work since our last Associa- 
tion meeting has caused many heart aches. He has enlarged the equip 
ment, increased the endowment, and above all, has awakened greater in 
terest in our College. These developments lead us to predict greater 
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results from the efficient management of his successor, President J. W. 
Provine, whois widely recognized as one of the most capable business men 
in school work in the State. 

We are glad to report that the Clark Memorial College, under the 
auspices of the Baptist General Association of the State. have recently 
established closer, and what promises to be more helpful reletions with 


Mississippi College. It is hoped that these institutions will be co ordi- 
nated more 









fully, and that instead of being regarded as rivals, they may 
hecome mutually helpful in the Educational work of the State 

Although our denomination in this State does not own any Colleges for 
the higher education of our young women

Constitution. 


Article | lhe Association shall be called the Oxford Baptist Asso 


ciation, which shall meet Annually. The object of this Union shall be to 
cultivate fraternal intercourse and love between the churches composing 
this body. and unite in their efforts in the great work of advancing the 
In the prosecution of these objects, the dissewina 
Kospel by missionary operations, both home and abroad, shall 
receive their encouragement, fostering care and support. It shall be the 
romote the cause of Sabbath Schools, also the 
interest of general education, and more especially the education of the 
ministry. All Christian and charitable enterprises shall receive their 
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uragement, among which the support of superannuated and worn out 
inisters will receive special attention. 

Article2. Each church belonging to this Association shall be entitled 
to three representatives until the number of members reaches twenty-five, 
and one delegate for every twenty-five; provided, in no case shall any 

hurch have more than eight delegates. 

Article 3. The delegates present representing churches shall, during 
the session, present their letters of correspondence, which must state their 
ippointment, together with their number of members in fellowship, the 
number baptized, received by letter, restored, dismissed by letter, ex- 

luded and died during the year. : 

\rticle 4 Any church of this Association failing to represent herself 
1tone meeting will be expected to state the rerson thereof at the next 
weeting, and any church thus failing at two successive meetings, the As 
ociation may consider her dropped from ber number, or may appoint a 

ommittee to inquire into snch failure. 

(rticle 5. Other churches approving our Articles of Faith, and de 

ring to act and livein fellowship with us, may be admitted into this body 
y signifying their approval and desire by delegate and letters. 

\rticle 6. This Association shall have a Moderator, Treasurer and 
Clerk, who shall be chosen by ballot at each Annual meeting as soon as 
the letters from the churches are read and the names of the delegates 
enrolled. A majority of the votes cast being necessary to an election. 

Article 7. Membership in this Association shall be essential to 
eligibility to any office within the body. 

Article 8. This Association shall have no power to adopt rules or 
institute proceedings that shall infringe upon the independence or rights 
of churches; but it may, when requested bya church in its letter or corre 
spondence, and not otherwise, give advice in such body, and it may sepa- 
rate from such churches as are know to walk disorderly. 

Article 9 This Association may correspond by letter or messenger 
with other representative bodies of the Baptist denomination. 

Article }0. This Association shall, at its Annual meetings, appoint an 
Executive Board, composed of as many members as there shall be churches 
represented, with tive additional members living in the same vicinity, any 
tiveof whom shallconstitute a quorum. Each, chutch shall have the privi- 
lege of nominating its own member of the Board, Said Board shall elect 
its own officers and shall have power to transact the business of the Asso 
ciation when the Association is not in session, and for this purpose meet 
as often as the Chairman shall deem necessary. An Annual report of the 
proceedings of the Board shall be made to the Association.

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Report oa Our Orphanage. 


Orphanage work, while mew is Mississippi, is as old as 
Christianity. One characteristic conspicuous in-the life of our 
Lord was His disposition to care for the widow and — orphan. 
The Holy Spirit gave it as one of the evidences of pure and 
undefiled religion. that its professor visit the fatherless and ‘he 
widow in their afflictions. So the duty of casiag for helpless 
orphan childsea need not be questioned The only . question 
that should concern Christian organizations is as te tne = meth- 
ods of deing the work. 

We have for our consideration at this time the home of 
orphan children located at Jackson, knowa as the | Mississippi 
Baptist Orphanage. it was established fifteen years ago under 
the direction of the Beptise denomination in Mississippi I is 
unaer the management of 21 trustees, 18 appointed by the 
State Convention, and 3 by General Association. They employ 
a local Superiatendent who has the general supervision of the 
local manegement. It is. sapported entirely by veluntary con- 
tribudions frent individual Sunday Schools and churches. 

We have at present four brick buildings, so equipped as 
to furnish comfortable accommodations for 225 chikdren. We 
have in our Orphanage at present 227. With the expenditure 
of $1,500 or $2,000 we cam provide rooms for 60 or 70 more. 
Our Superintendent, Rev. J. R. Carter, informs me that ine has 
on file fifty or more applications, many of whom are worthy. 

About 550 have passed through the Home since its establish- 
mnt, many of whom have gone out into life for themselves 
and are making good in the callings of life. 

Our children there under the present management are 
trained to all manner of useful work. Special attention is giv- 
en to all manner of cooking, house-keeping, sewing, washing 
and ironing for our girls ; and farming, stock-raising, carpenter 

and machine work lor our boys, together with training for some 
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boys and girls in the printing office. All have the advantage 
of six or eight months schooling each year. 

We co:nmend most heartily the work that is being .-done 
for our orphan children, and urge that our Sunday Schools and 
churches contribute more liberally to their support. We rec- 
ommend that all our Sunday School take one collection 
each month for the orphanage an d that each 
church make a Thanksgiving offering at their meeting in Nov- 
ember, remembering that Jesus said, ‘Inasmuch as ye did it 
unto one of these, my childen, ye did it unto me.” 

In addition to the money contributions the churches, Sun- 


day Schools, ladies societies may send clothing (good second- 
hand clothing accepted), towels, sheets, pillow cases, soap, 
thread, buttons, tablets, pencils, elastic, shoe strings, shoes and 
stockings for larges children, as we have plenty of the smaller 
ones. ta fact anything that can be used in the everyday fami- 
ly. Let the farmers send corn, molasses, cured meats, and 
canned goode of all kinds. ;

Report on Missions. 


By Missions is meant the efforts of God's people to tell 
“every creature” in “all the world,” that, “there is one God and 


one Mediator between God and men, the man Christ Jesus.” Ist 
Tim., 2-5. 


The need of “every creature” should appeal to us. The 
love for lost souls should impel us, and the command of Jesus 
should compel us. The missionary efforts of American Bap- 
lists increase every year and the success crowning their efforts 


are correspondingly larger. This is gratifying to those who 
love the Savior and love his cause. 

It must not be said, however, that we have done what we 
could. Our efforts have not been according to our ability. 

We need to realize more than ever that “Neither is 
there salvation in any other, for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men whereby we must be saved,” 
Acts 4; 12. This has been too much of a theory with us and 
not a solemn fuct. We need also to recognize the authority of 
Jesus who commanded us to “go into the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” Then we furtherneed to feel as 


never before our obligation to bbey the command of Him who 
had authority to give it 


While it is true that we are not Measuring upto our full 


duty, nor meeting our obligations as we should yet we note 
with great pleasure that our people and churches are- getting 
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larger visions of both their duties and obligat‘ous and enlarging 
their missionary efforts and encreasing their offerings to Miss- 
ions. We further note with gratitude that our Heavenly Fa- 
ther is ownirg and crowning our efforts with His approval and 
blessings. For the sake of efficiency and convenience we have 
divided ovr missionary offorts and operations into Foreign, 
Home and State missions. It should be ever borne in mind 
that this is done for efficiency and convenience only. It is all 
missions. The dividing of the field and the work is of man 
and not God. Our Lord's words were, “all the world” 


and “every creature’ and we should not stop short 


of it, 

By State Missions we mean our efforts to give the gospel 
to the people of our State, organize new churches, help weak 
churches to self-support and lend some assistance to weak 
churches, to build suitable and cotafortable houses of worship. 

Our state missionaries occupied last year 243 mission sta- 
tions, organized 16 Churches and 129 Sunday Schools and Bap- 
tized 900 persons. There was contributed and expended in 
this work $27,400. ° 

By Home Mission work we mean, mission work done by 
Sevuthern Baptists within the bounds of the Southern States, 
Panama aud Cuba. This work is carried on under the super- 
vision of a Board of worthy brethren, elected each year by the 
Southern Baptist Convention, and is located at Atlanta, Ga. 
Much of the work of the Home Board is done in co-operation, 
with the different State Boards, In adaition to this co opera- 


tive work in the States the Home Board is doing a great work 
in Cuba, Panama and among the negroes. Southern Baptists 
contributed to this work last year $366,050.51, of which amount 
Mississippi Baptists contributed $28,126 46. 

By Foreign Missions we mean, the mission work done by 
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Southern Baptists is China, Africa, Japan, Italy, Mexico, Brazil 
and Argentina. To this work Southern Baptists contributed 
$580,408.17, of which Mississippi Baptists contributed $41,571 - 
65. Your committee asks that the statistical tables on pages 
250 and 251 of the minutes of the Southern Baptist Convention 
be made a part of this report. 

Your committee further suggests that in order to keep 
well informed of our work abroad and at home one must take

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CONSTITUTION, 


Article 1. The Association shall be called the Oxford 
Baptist Association, which shall meet annually. The object of . 
this union shall be to cultivate fraternal intercourse and love 
between the churches composing this body, and unite in their 
efforts in the great work of advancing the Redeemer’s King- 
dom. In the prosecutiea of these objects, the dissemination of 
the gospel by missionary operations, beth home and abroad, 
shall receive their encouragement, festering care and support. 
It shall be the aims of this Association to promote the cause 
of Sabbath Schools, also the interest of general education, and 
more especially the education of the ministry. All Christian 
and cuaritable enterprises shall receive their encouragement, 
among which the support of superanuated and worn out min- 
isters will receive special attention. 


Article 2. Each church belonging to this Association 
shall be entitled to three representatives until the number 
reaches twenty-five, and one delegate for every twenty-five ; . 
provided, in no cave shall any church have more than eight 
delegates. 


Article 3. The delegates present representing churches 
shall, during the session, present their letrers of correspond- 
ence, which nrust state their appointment, together with their 
number of metnbers in fellowship, the number baptized, re- 
ceived by letter, restored, dismissed by letter, excluded and 
died during the year. 


Article 4. . Any church of this Association failing to repre- 
sent herself at one meeting will be expected to state the reason 
thereof at the next meeting, and any church thus fail- 
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ing at two successive meetings, the Association may consider 
her dropped from her number, or may appoint committee to 
inquire into such failure. 


Article 5 Other churches approving our Articles of Faith , 
and desiring to act and live in fellowship with us, may be ad- 
mitted into this body by signifying their approval and desire 
by delegate ard letters. 


Article 6 This Association shall have a Moderator, 
Treasurer and Clerk, who shall be chosen by ballot at each an- 
nual meeting as soon as the letters from the churches are read 
and the names of the delegates enrolled. A majority of the 
votes cast being necessary to an election. 


Article 7. Membership in this Association shall be essen- 
tial to eligibility to any office within the body. 


Article 8. This Association shall have no power to adopt 
rules or institute proceedings that shall infringe upon the in- 
dependence or rights of churches ; but it may, when requested 
by a church in its letters or correspondence, and not vther- 

’ wise, give advice in such}body, and it may separate irom such 
churches as are known to walk disordcrly. 


Article 9. This’Association may correspond by letter or 
messenger with other representative bodies of the Baptist de- 
nomination. 


Article 10. ThisJAssociation shall, at its annual meetings: 
appoint an Executive Board, composed of as many members as 
there shali be churches represented, with five additional mem- 
bers living in the same vicinity, any five of whom. shall con- 
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stitute a quorum. Each church shall have the privilege of. 
nominating its own member of the Board. Said Board shall 
elect its own officers and shall have power to transact the busi- 
ness of the Association when the Association is not in session 

and for this purpose meet as often as the Chairman shall deem 
necesssry. An annual report of the proceedings of the. Board 

shall be made to the Association. 


Article 11. The Constitution shall be altered or amended 
at any regular meeting by a majoritv of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present, provided the proposition to change be made at a 


previous meeting. . 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


Article 1. , This Association shall be opened and closed 
by prayer. : 

Article 2. The Moderator shall be considered judge of or- 
der. and shall have discretionary right to call to order at any 
time 

Article 3. Any member not. satisfied at his decision may 
appeal to the Association the :ameday, but at no other time 


Article 4. The Moderator may have the same privilege 
of speech as any other member of the body ; provided, he call 
some other brother to the chair; but shall not be permitted to 
vote except in case of tie. 


Article 5. Every motion made in order and seconded af- 


ter sufficient time for discussion shall be, by the Moderator, 
put to a vote of the Association, a majority of whom shall gov-

Article 7. Every member, addressing the budy, must con- 
fine his remarks to the subject under discussion, and no mem- 
ber shall be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs from 
the subject, or uses words of personal reflection. 


Article 8 The appellation “Brother” shall be used in our 
addresses. 


Article 9. No member shall be allowed to speak more 
than twice on the same subject without leave of the Associa- 
tion, nor more than once until all have had an opportunity of 
speaking. 


Article 10. No member shall be at liberty to absent him- 
self during hours of business without leave from the Modera- 
tor. 


Article 11. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a 
correct record of the proceedings of the Association and sub- 
mit the same for correction of the Association at the close of 
each session, and to preserve a file of the proceedings of the 
body. 


Article 12. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to re- 
ceive all moneys received for Associational purposes an! pay 
them over by order of the body. 
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Article 13. In case of a motion to suspend any rules of 
the Association a vote of two-thirds shall be necessary. 


Article 14. The roll of delegates shall be’ called at the 
close of each session, and the absentees without permission 
shall be designated upon the minutes as such, without leave 
from the Moderator. ;

Our Mission work, for convenience, is divided into three departments, 
namely; State, Ilome and Foreign Missions. 

State Missions has reference to work witbin the bounds of Mississippi, 
corresponding to Jerusalem in the commission of our Lord to his dis- 
ciples to witness for Him, first in Jerusalem—at home. ’ 

Home Missions is work done ander the supervision of the Home Mis- 
sion Board in the destitute and needy places in any, or all, the Southern 
States, when the several State Boards cannot supply the needs. This 
work corresponds to Judea in the commission—the territory next to 
Jerusalem 

Foreign Missions is the work of Southern Baptists, planned and 
directed by the Foreign Mission Board of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion. and corresponds to Samaria and the uttermost parts of the earth, in 
the commission of our Lord to His disciples as read at the beginning: 
namely, Acts 1:8 , 

The tinal commission of our Lord, in its broad, comprehensive sweep, 
takes ip all the above, when He says; “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature.” Mark 16:15. 

No people have ever been so greatly honored, with so great a trust, 
as the people of God. No people bave ever had placed upon them 
so great responsibility as oar Lord laid upon them in the giving of the 
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commission, “Go.” The words of the King in Zion are authoritative, and 
can not be taken lightly. 


How well have we heeded these words’ Are we going into all the 
world with our Lord's message of Salvation to the lost?

Report on Sunday Schools. 


It is not so much the purpose of a paper like this to give a dissertation 
on Sunday Schools in general, as it is to show what is being done in this 
line of church work. 


1, Permit me to say that but few of the churches, with which Tam 
acquainted, are doing up-to-date Sunday School work. I do not mean by 
up-to-date, work in accordance with the prescribed methods of Sunday 
School work as we have it today. The fact of the business is, the 
churches, as a class, are not working well any method. Sowe of the 
churches that are trying to do the work according to the latest methods, 
tind themseves handicapped in the matter ‘of inefficient superintendents 
and teachers. No method will work itself. No Sunday Sehool will run 
and be a success without a live, wide-awake superintendent. He must 
carry the school upon his heart. And even though he does this, unless he 
can have the hearty support of a corps of live, efficient teachers, he can 
do very little. 


2. Some one is ready to say,“Let the superintendent arrange fora 
training class for teachers, and prepare efficient teachers.” I answer by 
asking: “How many superintendents are themselves capable of con- 
ducting such aclass?"” Most of the superintendents need, to be trained. 


3. The Sunday School is a good thing properly condwveted, and more 
especially for the smaller children, and the youth up to an age when they 
will take hold of God's word, and pursue their own investigations. Asa 
starter in the study of the Bible, it is all right, but as a means to 
anything like a mastery of God's work, it is a failure, and especially 
to the great fundamental doctrines of the Bible, and more especially 
as to the doctrines that distinguish Baptists from others. God speed the 
day when Baptists will have their own literature, and have the courage 
to teach their own distinctive doctrines. 

The letters from the churches show that 16 churches out of 20 main 
tain a Sunday School. These report a total enrollment of pupils of 1,200. 
Namber of officers and teachers, 107. Number baptized from the Sun- 
day Schools, 73.

Report on Publications. 


Perhaps there has never been a time in the history of the church 
of God when the circulation of the right kind of literature was more 
needed, or would tell for more good than at the present. 


Books and papers in abundance, are read, but as a rule, these are not 
the kind that strengthen men and women in Bible doctrine, and give them 
information as to the progress of God's kingdom here upon earth. 

The great dailies are freely circulated and largely read, and other pa- 
pers that tell us tales of scandal and other hurtful things, find many ready 
readers. The promoters of false doctrines spare no time nor money in 
the circulation of their books, papers and tracts. These poisonous pages 
enter our own homes, and are so attractively gotten up as to almost 
deceive the “Elect themselves.” a 

We have the Bible, the very truth of God; we have many good books, 
the reading of which would raise our ideals and strengthen christian 
ebaracter, but these we neglect to circulate among our people. We have 
an abundance of Gospel tracts, the distribution of which has, and will, do 
much good. Then we have our State paper, “The Baptist Record.” This 
for Mississippi Baptists, is a real necessity. A doctor who fails to read 
his medical journals tinds himself a back number. A farmer who fails to 
read a good farm paper, will find his neighbor, who reads, far in advance 
of bis methods. A Baytist who does not read his State paper can not be 
an intelligent Baptist concerning our State work Not one fourth of our 
people read our State paper. This ought not so to be. 

“The Foreign Mission Journal” tells us of the work done by our 
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brethren on the far-flung battle line. “Gur Home Field’ gives us the 
needed information as to the work here at home. “The Orphanage Gem” 
will tell us all about what we are doing in earing for the orphans who fal! 
mtoour care. These four papers cost only twe dollars and seventy-five cents 

Your committee is of the opinion that a strong effort, and a united 
effort, should be made to teach our people to see the need of baving 
these four papers go into every home, and with these. a good supply of 
Bibles and Testaments, good books on the Bible doctrines, and other 
books that elevate morals and strengthen character.

Report on Orphanage. ; 


FACTS ABOUT THE ORPHANAGE FOR THE ASSOCIATIONS 


The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage, was founded 16 years ago, in re 
sponse to what seems clearly to have been adivinecall. Many and plead 
‘og were the cries of helpless, homeless orphan children ere this; but no 
denominational hand had been heldout to them, until Rev. L. 8. Foster, 
of Senatobia brought the matter of establishing an- orphanage before 
the denomination. Our people, following the example of Mra. Lou H 
Moore, began to respond with their means, andsoon the work of shelter 
ing. feeding and clothing orphan children was commenced. In 16 years 
since the home was founded, about 600 children have received care and 
training for a longer or shorter time. Of these, many have gone out 
to build homes for themselves; others to fill places of usefulness; and 
at present, there are about 225 to 230, all the while, who must be fed 
and clothed and trained for usefulness. Brethren, these are our charges 
Their cries are unto God's people. These are our Lords little ones. 
and Jesus said: “Inasmuch as ye did it unto the least of these ye did 
it unto me.” Our board of trustees, at its last meeting, authorized the 
purchase of additional lands, to which our larger boye are to be trans 
ferred for additional training and larger usefulness, Karly in the 
spring a beautiful tract of 300 acres, 12 miles south of Jackson and one 
mile west of Florence. was purchased at $15.00 per acre. Our Superin- 
tendent and ten boys began farming operations soon after its purchase. 
and they report a splendid crop. We are sure that, when properly de 
veloped. it will not only be ssif-sustaining, but will bea source of income 
to our home in Jackson, where sur boys and girls will continue to be 
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cared for. Remember that it costs $5.00 per month to support one of 
these children in the Orphanage, besides what is sent in the way of 
clothing, ete. We recommend that each Sunday School, or Church in the 
Association, undertake the support of one of these children, contributing 
regularly tive dollars a month. We would also urge that boxes of clothing 
shoes, stockings, bed clothing of all kinds, especially sheets and pillow 
cases, towels, soap, pins, needles, tablets, pencils, and good beoks of all 
kinds, be made up by our Churches, Sunday Schools and L. A. 3., and 
shipped to Rev. J. R. Carter, Jackson, Miss., putting the name of Church 
or Society on box. Let our people rally to our Orphanage, with our 
prayers and our means, and God will bless us.

Report on Wospitals. 


It is written of Jesus that He “went about all Galilee, teaching 
their synagogues, and preaching the gospel of the Kingdom and _ heali: 
all manner of diseases among them.” 


This scripture, with many others, reveals to us that Jesus was 
teacher, preacherand healer. This is another way of saying that he taug 
the mind, ministered to the body and preached to the soul. If our Savi 
thus met the threefold need of man, certainly we, his followers and hum 
representatives, should set ourselves to the same task. 


ln the past we have laid much stress on preaching the gospel. Ti 
we should have done, but not to the neglect of teaching and healin 
Some emphasis has been given to teaching, and from this bas grown o 
denominational schools and colleges all over the world. 

Until recently very little stress hasbeen piit upon our christian du 
to administer to the needs of the sick or diseased body in any kind 
organized way. God is to be praised for general awakening along tl 
line. Baptists are beginning, as never before, to see their duty, todo | 
in their power to relieve the suffering, diseased body of their fellowme 
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rer 
The need of well equipped Christian Hospitals is seen and felt as never 
before. 

The Baptists of Mississippi, Tennessee and Arkansas, seeing the need 
of a great Baptist Hospital in Memphis, undertook the task of erecting 
one several years ago. The plans were laid on a large scale. The central 
wing is completed, and will accommodate nearly two hundred patients 
The rooms are tull nearly all the time. The great need now is more funds 
to build a nurse's building on our property, and thus give the rooms now 
oceupied by the nurses to patients. On account of the heavy debt on the 
Hospital the Board of Trustees can not undertake the erection of this 
much needed building. We are hoping and praying that some wealthy 
man or woman will furnish the money for this building, and thus leavea 
monument to their memory that will bless humanity in the coming 
generations. 

A large share of the money given for the erection of the Memorial 
building in Memphis was contributed by Mississippi Baptists, and yet on 
account of the above named’ Hospital being outside of our own borders 
itdoes notentirely meet the needs of Mississippi Baptists, therefore the 
Baptists of our State are now erecting a Hospital in Jackson. 

Funds are very much needed for this work. The building is now in 
process of construction, and yet the funds are not in sight. Surely the 
Lord's people will not let the work stop. Your committee earnestly 
recommend that the churches of our Association contribute as systemat- 
ically to Hospital work as to Missions and Education.

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Constitution. 


Article 1. The Association shall be called the Oxford Baptist Asso- 
ciation, which shall meet Annually. The object of this Union shall be to 
cultivate fraternal intercourse and love between the churches composing 
this body, and unite in their efforts in the great work of advancing. the 
Redeemer's Kingdom. In the prosecution of these objects, the dissemina-— 
tion of the gospel by missionary operations, both home and abroad, shall 
receive their encouragement, fostering care and support. It shall be the 
aims of this Association to promote the cause of Sabbath Schools, also the 
interest of general education, and more especially the education of the 
ministry. All Christian and charitable enterprises shall receive their 
encouragement, among which the support of superannuated and worn out 
ministers will receive special attention. 


Article 2. Bach church belonging to this Association shall be entitled 
to three representatives until the number of members reaches twenty-five, 
and one delegate for every twenty-five; provided, in no case shall any 
church have more than eight delegates: 


Article 3. The delegates present representing churches shall, during 
the session, present their letters of correspondence, which must state 
their appointment, together with their number of members in fellowship, 
the number baptized, received by letter, restored, dismissed by letter, ex- 
cluded and died during the year. 


Article 4. Any church of this Association failing to represent herself 
at one meeting will’ be expected to state the reason thereof at the next 
meeting, and any church thus failing at two successive meetings, the As- 
sociation way consider her dropped from her number, or may appoint a 
committee to inquire into such failure. 


Article 5. Other churches approving our Articles of Faith, and de- 
siring to act and live in fellowship with us, may be admitted into this 
body by signifying their approval and desire by delegate and letters. . 


Article 6. This Association shall have a Moderator, Treasurer and 
Clerk, who shall be chosen by ballot at each annual meeting as soon as 
the letters from the churches are read and the delegates enrolled. A ma- 
jority of the votes cast being necessary to an election. 


Article 7. Membership in this Association shall be essential to eligi 
bility to any office within the body. 


Article 8. This Association shall have no power to adopt rules or 
institute proceedings that shall infringe upon the independence or rights 
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of churches; but it may, when requested by a church in its letter or cor 
respondence, and not otherwise, give advice in such body, and it may 
separate from such churches as are known to walk disorderly. 

Article 9. This Association may correspond by letter or messenger 
with other representative bodies of the Baptist denomination. 

Article 10. This Association shall, at its annual meetings, appoint an 
Executive Board, composed of as many members as there shall be churches 
represented, with tive additional members living in the same vicinity, any 
five of whom shall constitute & quorum. Each church shall have the 
privilege of nominating its own member of the Board. Said Board shall 
elect its own officers and shall have power to transact the business of the 
Association when the Association is not in session, and for this Purpose meet 
as often as the Chairman shall deem necessary. An anoual report of the 
proceedings of the Board shall be made to the Association 

Article 11. The Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a majority of two-thirds of the members present, 
provided the proposition to change be made at a previous meeting

No member shall be at liberty to absent himself during 
hours of business without leave from the Moderator. 

Article 11, It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a correct record 
of the proceedings of the Association and submit the same for correction 
of the Association at the close of each session, and to preserve a file of 
the proceedings of the body. 

Article 12. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all money 
received for Associational purposes and pay them over by order of the body. 

Article 13. In case of a motion to-suspend any rules of the Associa~ 
tion a vote of two-thirds shall be necessary. 

Article 14. The roll of delegates shall be called at the close of each 
session, and the absentees without permission shall be designated upon 
the minutes as such, without leave from the Moderator.
